Progress In Science 


THE PLACE OF RESEARCH IN THE national economy has become 
increasingly important. During the war, the value of research work was 
recognized in all countries and’ it was shown that well trained scientists, 
given adequate facilities and financial support, were able to make grent 
contributions toward solving many of the most complex problems of the 
times. A notable example of this was the opening up of the great new 
field of atomic energy, a development which might not have taken place 
for many years yet had not scientists been given the resources and support 
to carry on intensive research work, with the object of producing the 


atomic bomb. 


In Canada, the need for research work in further- 
More Money Is ing the development of our peacetime economy has 

Hf been recognized, and the amounts spent to provide 
Being Sp ent for scientific research has been substantially ine 
creased. The Rt. Hon. C. D. Howe, Minister of Reconstruction and Supply, 
recently announced that the Canadian government now spends more than 
$40,000,000 annually on research and scientific activity. In 1946, the amount 
allocated to this work was $30,000,000 and in 1945 it was $38,000,000. In 
1938, only $6,000,000 was allowed for this purpose,. showing the expansion 
which has taken place since that time. Of the $40,000,000 spent this year, 
it is estimated that $34,000,000 will be used for research and development 
work, of which $6,000,000 will be spent on construction and purchase of 
@. equipment.

: other scientific work for military purposes was 
More Interest three or four times greater than that done for 
civilian purposes, Now, however, it is expected that two-thirds of the. 
annual expenditures will be devoted to problems related to the country’s 
peacetime economy. In addition to the work which is being done under 
the auspices of the Dominion government, $5,000,000 is being spent by the 
governments of: eight provinces for scientific work on matters which are 
within their own jurisdiction. The per capita expenditure for each prov- 
ince for this work is: Ontario 82 cents, Nova Scotia 43 cents, British Col- 
umbia 42 cents, Prince Edward Island 37 cents, New Brunswick 36 cents,

Be Built Near 
Medicine Hat 


MEDICINE HAT.—E. L. Gray of 
Regina, superintendent of water de- 
velopment for the Prairie Farmers 
Rehabilitation Act, confirmed reports 
that an irrigation dam will be built 
across Gros Vente Creek, 40 miles 
southeast, to provide a’greater water 
reserve for irrigation between Irvine, 
Alta., and Medicine Hat. 

He said an appropriation has been 

Set aside and the project will be 
started as soon as the provincial 
water resources board gives its ap- 
proval. 
* The dam, estimated to cost. be- 
tween $20,000 and $25,000, will pro- 
vide additional storage for 6,000 acre 
feet of water. The flow will augment 
supplies in dry years through the 
Gros Vente and Ross Creek course 
which join near Irvine.

CHEESE 
4 large tomatoes 
% teaspoon ‘salt 
% teaspoon pepper 
1 cup corn flakes 
% teaspoon paprika’ 
2 teaspoons melted butter 
% cup grated’ soft cheese 
Wash tomatoes; ‘remove'stems and 
cut crosswise. Place cut side up in 
baking pan; sprinkle with salt and 
pepper. Crush corn flakes ifito fine 
crumbs, mix with paprika and melt- 
ed butter. Cover each tomato half 
with grated cheese; 
crumbs. Bake. in moderate oven 
about 20 ‘minutes. 
Yield: 8 servings. 


STUFFED POTATOES 

Select’: medium-sized, smooth-skin- 
ned oval potatoes. Bake in a hot 
oven (450 deg. F.) until tender, about 
50 minutes, being’ careful not to over- 
brown. the skin. Cut the potatoes in 
two, lengthwise, remove the potato 
pulp, being careful to leave shells 
unbroken. Mash the hot potato, add 
either milk or cream as for mashed 
potato. 
’ * Season as follows: To each cup of 
potato add %4 teaspoon salt, % tea- 
spoon pepper, % teaspoon onion 
juice and 1 teaspoon butter. Fill the 
shells .with this mixture, rounding 
the surface so that it is the shape of 
the original potato. Bake for 10 
minutes in a hot oven. Grated cheese 

may be sprinkled over the top.

URGE AFTER HARVEST 
WEED CONTROL 


“Get a head start on next. year’s 
weeds,” Herbert A. Pass, Director of 
Research Green Cross Insecticides, 
advised in a statement, to grain 
farmers. “Spray stubble grain with 
2,4-D. It’s your chance to give the 
stubbornest perennials a strong dose 
of 2,4-D with perfect safety.” 


In early summer sprayings, said]: 


Mr. Pass, there is. a safe limit to the 
‘amount of 2,4-D which may. be .ap- 
plied. As a result, hard-to-kill weeds 
like thistle and blindweed cannot be 
treated with as high a dosage as af- 
ter harvest. There is, an additional 
advantage in that stubble spraying 
this fall will make next year’s peren- 
nials easier to treat. ~

position to know. As chief of the 
radio-activity division of the govern 
ment’s mine bureau, he commutes 
between Ottawa and Eldorado—the 
government’s vast uranium enter: 
prise in the Northwest Territories, 

Returning from his fifth trip ‘to 
Great Bear Lake, the uranium expert 
said he is fully satisfied Canada is 
“on the right road to a bright atomic 
future.” 

Thunaes agrees with atomic en- 
ergy control board scientists in Ot- 
tawa it is quite possible that Canada 
already has exceeded the Congo’s 
known uranium production. 

He is certain too, that Canada is 
ahead of Russia in production’ of 
uranium ore.

FRUIT ORCHARD WITHOUT IRRIGATION 


Within an enclosure of trees. and 
hedges, -which provide an efficient 
windbreak, a nice fruit orchard has 
been landscaped, cultivated and nur- 
tured by George Kneesch, a farmer 
south of Climax. The hardy cara- 
gana forms the ‘backbone of. this 
windbreak but there is a liberal 
sprinkling of ash and elm trees. 


The land area enclosed, four or five 
acres in extent, slopes gently to the 
eastward, and would seem well suit- 
ed to the purpose, Surprisingly 
enough, the whole project was start- 
ed only about eight years ago and 
while producing’ more or less during 
the past three or four. years, reached 
its peak of production this season. 


There are long rows of two or 
three different varieties of gooseber- 
ries, red, white and black currants, 
ground cherries and_ strawberries. 
Then comes ordinary cherries and 
plums. The trees are of good size, 
six, eight and ten feet high and well 
branched. That description also ap- 


plies to rows of apple trees—several 
varieties of crabs and cooking and 
eating apples. The latter strongly 
resembles the ‘Yellow Harvest’ 
apple of the east. 


- Teamed up with a bunch of luxuri- 
ant lilac bushes, the fruit orchard is 
a delight to the eye when in bloom. 
The more practigal-minded person 
might find it more of a-delight later 
in the season this year, when all 
these trees and bushes, almost with- 
out exception, were loaded down with 
ripening fruit. The Kneeches have 
marketed a considerable quantity 
and, of course, have “put down” 
plenty for the use of their own fam- 
ily during the winter. 

It. is to be noted that this fruit 
orchard .has been developed entirely 
without irrigation, has withstood the 


rigors of winter and the blistering) 


heat of dry summers with marked 
success. All of which would seem to 
prove that many varieties of fruit 
ean be produced on these plains,
